Honor is so occupied with avenging the death of one 
man in a foreign state, by the curious method of.sacrific¬ 
ing countless thousands of liyes, that it develops the us- 
1 ual astigmatism. War is a duty that obscures all other 
duties, it robs the next generation starkly and brazenly 
by piling up a merciless load of debt. It robs older peo¬ 
ple, by removing from them the protection and bulwark 
of their old age. It steals peace, and well-being, happ ; - 
: ness and goodwill, resources and jobs and health. All in 
the fantastic name of Honor. 

And so, according to the picture, it is likely tp continue. 

May Hobson the wise old grandmother, sums it up in 
the curtain scene “You are only a mother. A lot .you have 
to do with it! Men must fight. It is their function—just 
like roosters!” 

Perhaps she is right. Men have proved magnificent de¬ 
stroyers and poor conservers. After it is all over, they 
say unhappily “Isn’t it too bad.”

This is evident in the municipality of Dinton, a district 
which has been outstanding this year for the “spottiness.” 
of its crops. Some fanners have harvested almost a nor¬ 
mal crop, others were > completely frosted, some were 
dried out. It is obvious that some portions of the dis¬ 
trict srill have greatest difficulty in raising a fracting of 
their taxep, and if they were obliged to carry the burden 
of schools and such facilities, alone, tl\jy would be in des¬ 
perate plight. 

But those neighbors fortunate enough . to have good 
crops, are showing a “brother’s keeper” spirit, and are 
making special effort to get their taxes paid. This is 
true brotherhood and co-operation. It is readily granted 
that nobcjd^has a surplus, and it is a strain even for the 
man-With a good crop to meet his tax bill. But he is do¬ 
ing it, in order that schools .may continue to function and 
other districts in his municipality may be carried along. 
If all will demonstrate their gratitude for a good crop in 
this way, it will be a helping hand not only for council¬ 
lors, but for their deserving but unfortunate neighbor. 

Municipal districts, trying to serve their people eco¬ 
nomically and well, are confronted with unexpected prob¬ 
lems. Dinton again, may be taken as an example. That 
district has hadjthrust upon it a family which resided 
there for a yeatj between 1931 and 1932 but which since 
that time has lK-ed in Shrep| Creek, High River and Cal¬ 
gary.

Such an uproar has been raised about prison conditions 
in Kingston Penitentiary that it is quite possible the pen¬ 
dulum may swing too far, creating entirely too much sen¬ 
timentality about^ prison treatment and prisoners. 

We are now in an age when clever, well-educated brok¬ 
ers are behind bars and crimes are no longer confined to 
the illiterate classes—if they ever were. At any rate the 
recent crop of penitentiary inmates is decidedly articulate 
and has broken into such stable columns as Maclean’s and 
the Globe. Their stories are dramatic and in instances 
moving. It is natural that they should be more keenly 
conscious of the humiliations which seem to be a part of 
jail life, than others, and they are publicizing their ex¬ 
periences. 

But it must not be forgotten that this type of criminal 
in many instances, went to jail for his winning ways, for 
painting too vivid pictures, and for victimizing a credu¬ 
lous public by his golden tongue. It would perhaps be 
wise to allow for this, in reading the experiences of incar¬ 
ceration. 

After all a man who is serving a term in Kingston pen¬ 
itentiary is there for'some serious offense against social 
well-being. He himself has been ruthless in his attitude 
toward" individuals or toward society as a whole. He has 
wronged others and has caused grievous suffering. That

QUOTA ENFORCEMENT 


How is Canada’s wheat quota to be enforced?. This is 
the question which Ottawa is considering and which farm 
organizations are discussing. The simplest plan, so far 
suggested, seems to be the enforcement of the quota up¬ 
on delivery at the elevator. Each quarter section would 
entitle the grower to a certain maximum of delivery at 
the elevator, regardless of what he may grow. It is like¬ 
ly, and altogether fair, that some scale will be worked 
out on the plan of the income tax. The man di pendent 
for his living on a quarter section alone, should undoubt¬ 
edly have more consideration than the man who farms 
sections of land. That is to say, the first quarter section 
should be as close to exempt as is possible to make it, and 
after that the quota might be enforced in a graduated 
scale.

Simple English Spreading in Use in 
Orient May Become Foundation 
Language 


In Season of Frosted Wheat. Why 
Not Improve Duality of Hogs 


Major Freeborn of the Dominion 

Livestock Branch, is of the opinion 
that a too exclusively oats ration is 
one of the reasons why pigs do not 
grade higher than they do. "Wheat,” 
remarks the Major, “seems to l>e re¬ 
garded es something too nice to feed 
to a pig and barley does not enter 
the picture at all for quite consider¬ 
able farming areas." 

The Grand Prairie Herald passes 
on, a criticism of "Peace River -hogs 
which go to the Edmonton market 
after being fed on oats. It is said 
that they have lived too long when 
found at top weights, .•frc coarse- 
framed, lack finish and are frequently I 
soft and dabby, gs Well as carrying 
very spreadly bellies at times.” 

This year when there is a great 
deal of frozen wheat in the country, 
the opinion is that it might better be | 
used to put a hard finish on hogs 
than sent to the elevators. It would 
probably be wiser to use a small pro¬ 
portion of No. 1 wheat for this pur¬ 
pose than to grow and finish hogs on 
oats ajone. And a little wheat or 
barley or hulless oats is good in the 
growing ration for young pigs. 


Everyone will recall the lively 
struggles of Esperanto to become the 
world language, but this invention 
had no marked success. 

Now there is belief that English 
will be chosen as the communication 
language over the world. 11; was stat¬ 
ed at the Institute of , Pacific Rela¬ 
tions that Basic English was particu¬ 
larly adapted for use in the Orient. 

English was chosen because it is 
the natural or administrative lang¬ 
uage °t oOO million people. It lends 
itself to simplification more easily 
th^n any other European language. 

Basic English is a language of 850 
words, of which 600 are nouns, 150 
adjectives and 16 verbs. These with 
numbers, weights, measure, the cal¬ 
endar, etc., do the work of the 500,- 
000 words of English: 

The simplest combinations are used 
and a dictionary provides equivalents 
to verbs, such as “go up” for climb, 
and so on. It also furnishes complete 
equivalents for other terms. 

In China, many English words are 
already incorporated in the language, 
in Japan also Basic English is use-

tire system of dealing with delin¬ 
quents and criminals, including the 
arTministration of justice, imposing of 
sentences and classification and treat¬ 
ment of prisoners. 

2. That is it the duty of Dominion 
Government at the earliest possible 
moment to appoint a non-partisan 
commission of competent persons to 
make such an investigation and to 
recommend such measures'^* are 
necessary to increase the efficiency 
of our methods of dealing with crime, 
having in mind two chief objectives:

The Douglas System 
of Economics 


First of a Series Discussing 
System Prepared by the 
Vulcan Group 


This short introduction into the 
Douglas System of Economics is an 
attempt very briefly to explain its 
principles in the hope that this will 
encourage deeper study and win 
many adherents because every stud¬ 
ent of the Douglas System knows 
that herein lies our only hope. While 
many will no doubt scoff at such a 
claim, yet it is made in all serious¬ 
ness, and it is hoped that, inade¬ 
quate though these articles must be, 
they will be sufficiently clear as to 
convince the honest searcher after 
truth. 

First of all then readers will want 
to know something about the man 
Douglas. Douglas is an engineer by 
profession and regarded very highly, 
in that work. He has been in charge 
of Westinghouse in the Old Country 
and has completed major engineer¬ 
ing feats on three different contin¬ 
ents. During the war he was ap¬ 
pointed by the British Government to 
clear up an intricate costing muddle 
in connection with aircraft factories. 

His whole training then was one 
demanding accuracy and exactness 
and anything approaching the crank 
or fanatic would be entirely contrary 
to the training of his profession. If, 
however, one needed any confirma¬ 
tion of this it would be found in the 
study of his published works which 
are marked 'by the greatest modera¬ 
tion and understatement. Following 
his profession as engineer, Douglas 
was continually confronted with the 
problem, not of production but of 
distribution and he determined to 
make a very intensive study of eco¬ 
nomics in the hope that some solu¬ 
tion could be found. That he has 
been successful is proven by the 
large number of brilliant economists 
he has gathered around him, from I 
all over the world, to mention only 
one Mr. Arthur Kitson, one of the 
most able students and exponents of 
the “Fraudulent'Gold Standard” in 
the world. 

Naturally there are some static- 
minded professors, milk-fed and 
reared in the Bankers School of Eco¬ 
nomics, and others as pointed out by 
Mr. C. M. Hattersley, who, remem¬ 
bering the very munificent gifts be¬ 
stowed upon them by High Finance, 
try to decry the Douglas System. 
We will consider these criticisms in 
the course of these studies. The 
point we wish to make, however, is 
that the Dauglas System is not the 
concoction of a crank but is a ser¬ 
ious scientific solution offered to the 
world, and the very fact that- the 
British Treasury and the Bank of 
England have a draft scheme based 
on the Douglas proposals should at 
least be a guarantee that it is wor¬ 
thy of study. That the system has 
not been adopted is no condemnation 
when one remembers that our pres¬ 
ent economic system was only adopt¬ 
ed after fifteen years of steady 
propaganda. 

In the succeeding series we will 
discuss the Douglas analysis of our 
present Economic System and the 
Scientific Proposals to remedy the 

defects. 

The basis of the Douglas propos¬ 
als, which it is hoped readers will 
make a special note of because they 
are fundamental, are as follows: (1) 
That financial credit pretends to be 
but is not, a true reflection of real 
credit 

(2) That real credit is the correct 
estimate or belief in the capacity of 
a community to deliver goods as, 
when and where required. 

(8) That the cost of production is 
consumption.

The para¬ 
chute used was the “Irvin Air Chute,” 
which has been adopted by the R.C.A. 
F. These parachutes have saved the 
lives of over 800 aviators in various 
parts of the globe, and in all forms 
of accidents.”
